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PULL TAX FAILS 


Blocks Re- 
striction on Debate by 
Invoking 31-Year-Old 
Senate Rule. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (UP)— 
A Republican effort to smash the 
Southern anti-poll tax filibuster 
failed today. Senate President 
Arthur H. Vandenberg invoked a 
31-year-old Senate rule to block a 
move to limit debate. 

Southern Senators have been fili- 
bustering since Thursday against 
a motion to take up the anti-poll 
tax bill. The measure itself is not 
yet before the Senate. 

Vandenberg ruled that the 1917 
cloture rule doe&S not apply to 
motions, only to measures. 

“Great Embarrassment.” 

Vandenberg said he personally 
favors the anti-poll tax bill and 
that his ruling gave him “very 
great embarrassment.” 

Senator Taft of Ohio, G.O.P. 
policy leader, appealed to the 
whole Senate from the ruling of 
the chair and Vandenberg ruled 
that the appeal also was not liable 
to cloture. 

Taft said Vandenberg’s ruling 
left no way to limit debate on a 
motion except through “physical 
exhaustion” of the filibusters. 

“That is a remedy which I hope 
we do not have to get to,” Taft 
said. “But it is a remedy which 
we may get to next year if the 
rule (on cloture) is not changed.” 

Senator Robertson (Dem.), Vir- 
ginia, then resumed a _ speech 
against the Dill. 

Vandenberg said that, “in the 
final analysis, the Senate has no 
effective cloture rule at all... 
existing Senate rules do not pro- 
vide conclusive cloture.” 

Pictures Only Remedy. 

The only remedy, Vandenberg 
said, is to amend the rules. He 
pointed out that a resolution to 
tighten the cloture rule has been 
on~ the Senate calendar for 16 
months without action. 

He said the Senate itself has the 
“power and authority to cure this 
impotence” by voting to overturn 
his ruling.

tribution of airborne pollen, pre- 
pared by John Buxell, chief of the 
sanitation section of the City 
Health Department. It was agreed 
generally that if anything was to 
be done it had best be done quick- 
ly, for ragweed pollen begins to 
circulate about Aug. 15. 

There was some discussion of 
spraying the weed with a chemi- 
cal which costs $5 a gallon, and 
it was pointed out that burning 
the weed in the fall is futile 
since the seeds germinate again in 
the spring. A professional weed 
sprayer was refused permission 
to make a talk. Dr. Gross ex- 
plained he wanted to keep the 
gathering non-commercial. 


In the end everyone signed a 
notebook and agreed to urge 
friends allergic to hay fever to 
attend the next meeting, which 
will be held Friday at 8 p.m. at 
the Cabanne branch library, 1106 
Union boulevard. In urging at- 
tendance at the meeting, Dr. Gross 
emphasized that the success of a 
campaign against ragweed de- 
_pends upon concerted efforts of 
sufferers. The results of drives 
in other cities prove that the 
weed can be controlled, he said.

Southwestern Bell TelePhone 
Co.'s application for Missouri tele- 
Phone rate increases of $3,250,000 
a year should be denied outright, 
the city of St. Louis contends in 
a Wrief filed today with the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission, 

The 372-page brief, by City Coun- 
selor George L. Stemmler and As- 
sociate Counselor Forrest G. Fer- 
ris Jr., is a broad attack on the 
outstanding issues of the case. The 
commission took the,request under 

,advisement July 1 and time for 
filing briefs ends today. 

An argument is made by the city 
for determining fairness of rates 
by the end result theory laid down 
by the Supreme Court of the Unit- 
ed States in recent years. This 
theory relates to the effect of 
given utility rates on profits. 

Emphasis on Rate of Profit, 


Emphasis is placed by the city 
on the desirability of cutting down 
the company’s Missouri profit, 
from the 6% per cent level it seeks 
to 5 per cent, and on a change in 
the state commission’s policy to 
require full deduction of the com- 
pany’s depreciation reserve ac- 
count from the original-cost. in- 
vestment in property, in fixing the 
rate-making base. 


“The 6% per cent return insist- 
ed upon is exorbitant,” says the 
brief. “Applicant’s financial his- 
tory repels the suggestion that it 
is failing to earn a fair return. 
Where a utility is able greatly to 
increase its business and plant in- 
vestment, maintain its property in 
good condition, successfully float 
millions of: dollars in securities, 
and render efficient service, such 
actual experience is far more con- 
vincing than mere tabulations of 
estimates and dire predictions.” 

The brief makes it plain that 
the city considers the foregoing 
description fits Southwestern Bell. 
It asserts that it is “perfectly ob- 
vious” that 5 per cent on invest- 
ment, less the depreciation re 
serve, is adequate, just and reason- 
able.

Both Parties Agree on United 
Campaign Front on Berlin Issue

OTH Republican and Administration leaders in American foreign 
policy now believe they have arrived at an understanding for co- 
operation during the election campaign. The object is to present 
a solid front to Russia on the Berlin crisis and other current issues. 


Both sides strongly hope this 
will prevent Moscow from em- 
barking on any dangerous adven- 
ture under a delusion that there 
is dissension inside the United 
States which might confuse this 
nation’s policies at a critical mo- 
ment and yield the Russians an 
easy victory. 

There has been considerable 
concern among foreign policy ex- 
Perts in both major parties that 
the Russians might make such a 
major miscalculation this summer 
or fall, increasing the danger of 
war. 

Creation of the solid front has 
been one of the major objectives 
of Secretary of State Marshall, 
for the Administration, and John 
Foster Dulles and Senator Van- 
denberg (Rep.), Michigan, on be- 
half of the Republican high com- 
mand. 

Issue Avoided in Special Session. 

Dulles, thé foreign affairs ad- 
viser of Presidential Candidate 
Thomas E. Dewey, and Vanden- 
berg, chairman of the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee, have 
laid out their course with Dewey’s 
counsel and approval. Marshall 
presumably has acted on author- 
ity from President Truman. One 
result is that néither side thus 
far has injected foreign affairs 
as an issue in the bitterly politi- 
cal extra session of Congress. 

This does not mean that foreign 
policy will not be debated during 
the presidential campaigns. In 
fact, Dewey has announced that 
he will make several speeches on 
the subject. Truman has not dis- 
closed his plans, but is expected 
to discuss it also.

The improved food situation 

also was given principal credit for 
increasing Ruhr coal production 
to a new postwar record during 
July, and for pushing over-all in- 
dustrial production in Bizonia 
back to the postwar high estab- 
lished in April. 

Hi in All Germany. 

The actual food issue to the nor- 
mal consumer in Bizonia during 
July jumped to 1990 calories a 
day, the AMG report said. This 
is the highest basic ration yet at- 
tained in postwar Germany. 

The official ration for the nor- 
mal consumer—the lowest ration 
group—was 1550 calories at the 
start of the year, and even that 
was not met in some cities. Sev- 
leral groups, including various 
classes of workers, get substan- 
tially more than the 1990 calories 
basic ration. 

Raymond Joanes, AMG food and 
agriculture chief, estimated the 
ration was 40 to 50 per cent high- 
er than that issued to the 17,000,- 
000 Germans in the Russian occu- 
pation zone. He said Soviet zone 
rations for the normal consumer 
range between 1300 and 1400 cal- 
ories a day.

This bloc of seats can determine the character 
of the leadership. It can decide whether the in- 
terests of the people are to be served.

There is only one safe time to get legislators 
who will not fall under the blandishments of the 
small loans lobby and that is on primary day.

The same thing is true of other issues that will 
come to the fore at Jefferson City next year.

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Too Much Propaganda 

Anti-Communist feeling has reached the point 
where implications of possible disloyalty rise 
from all sorts of quarters about all sorts of peo- 
ple. The latest instance is a complaint from 
John W. Studebaker, the recently retired Com- 
missioner of Education, reflecting on his former 
superior officer and his assistants. He says that 
someone on the staff of Oscar Ewing, the Fed- 
eral Security Administrator, vetoed a proposed 
Office of Education speech on the ground that 
the exposure of Communism should “be left to 
the State Department and the FBI.” This, he 
says, is “tantamount to not having this vitally 
important educational task done at all, at least 
so far as the Federal Government is concerned.” 

The veto «could conceivably imply a friendli- 
ness to Communism, but in the absence of other 
evidence it much more clearly disclosés a sensi- 
ble attitude in Mr. Ewing’s office. The Office 
of Education has no propaganda mission. Though 


‘Mr, Studebaker contends otherwise, the Federal 


Government is doing a thorough job on Com- 
munism, not only through the FBI and the State 
Department but also through the Library of Con- 
gress’ carefully documented pamphlets, through 
the fevered activity of the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities, and in other ways. Apart 
from all this, Mr. Ewing’s office could have turned 
down the speech because it would give comfort 
to witch-hunters who are using the “Red men- 
ace” to scare independent-minded teachers into 
silence or out of the schools. 

' Mr. Studehaker’s complaint may be well-in- 
tentioned, but if one Government. agency after 
another joins the public hue and cry, the per- 
formance of official duties will suffer and the 
total propaganda outpouring will bear uncom- 
fortable resemblances to the outpourings from 
Yugosiavia and Russia.

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Hope for a German Solution? 

Now conversations between Stalin and the 
French, British and American ambassadors in 
Moscow are ‘in prospect, there is hope—at least a 
little hope—for the settlement of the German 
impasse. These conversations should lead to a 
more formal conference on the differences be- 
tween the Western powers and Russia, and there 
is always the possibility that a confqrence may 
lead to a solution. 

This hope, however, must be hedged with cau- 
tion, There have been other conferences. And 
they did not result in solutions. In the present 
instance, it may be taken for granted that the 
Russians will accuse the Western Allies of hav- 
ing wrecked the Potsdam agreement by provid- 
ing for a separate government in Western Ger- 
many and by instituting an independent curren- 
cy reform. All of which might make some sense 
if the Russians had not themselves previously 
violated the Potsdam agreement and followed 
unilateral policies which left the Westerners lit- 


tle choice other than to act as they have. 


If the Kremlin’s representatives intend to do 
nothing except repeat their charges, the impasse 
will persist. And there hardly can be even a 
conference if they are not ready to back down 
at once to the extent of lifting the Berlin block- 
ade. . It is inconceivable that the other powers 
should negotiate under such duress. 

The Wesiern governments already have made 
a- considerable concession by indicating their 
willingness to discuss the broad German prob- 
lem, instead of merely the Berlin situation. They 
have done this despite the fact that the prime 
motive of the Russians has been a desire to re- 
gain some part in the control of the Ruhr, the in- 
dustrial heart of Europe. If the Russians now 


are ready to be equally conciliatory, a confer- 


ence may be really profitable. 

On the record, optimism is impossible. The 
achievement of a satisfactory solution seems im- 
mensely difficult. Yet every sane effort to end 
the deadlock certainly is eminently justified. 
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Cases That Should Be Tried 


More than a year ago the Centralia Coal Co. 
pleaded no contest and paid maximum fines of

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Invitation to Sabotage 
The fight which the Montana Power Co, is 


making at the proposed Canyon Ferry dam, near . 


Helena, is invited and encouraged by the divi- 
sion of opinion within the Missouri Basin Inter- 
agency committee. It isthe kind of attack which 
must be expected, and which may succeed, as 
long as the development of the Missouri Valley 
is in the hands of agencies wHich are divided 
in purpose. 

Montana Power seeks at Canyon Ferry to pre- 
vent the electric power that will be produced 
there from being distributed and sold by public 
ageneies. It wants ta do the distributing and 
selling itself. It knows that in trying to scuttle 
the public power phase of the development at 
Canyon Ferry it has, if not a powerful friend, 
at least a powerful non-opponent on the Inter- 
agency committee. 

The Army Engineers, which control the Inter- 
agency committee, distribute no power. They 
turn it over to the Reclamation Bureau, against ' 
which, specifically, Montana Power’s attack is 
leveled. The Army Engineers find it good politi- 
cal policy to avoid antagonizing the power com- 
panies, and the power companies know it. Thus 
the controlling agency in the Interagency com- 
mittee will either put up no fight, or a half- 
hearted fight, against efforts to sabotage the pub- 
lic power part of the Missouri Valley develop- 
ment. 

Here is another strong reason why an MVA 
should be created. to take over the work, oppos- 
ing a united front to all attempts to defeat the 
purposes of the program.

Merit or qualification for the 
position is secondary or of no importance. Some 
of the money goes for organization expense and 
some for printing sample ballots, but most of it 
probably ends up in the boss” pocket.

There is the presumption that the man who pays 
to be slated is the inferior candidate. .

Intellectual Crossfire 


ART AND FAITH: LETTERS’ BETWEEN JACQUES 
MARITAIN AND JEAN COCTEAU. (Philosophical 
Library, New York, 138 pages, $2.75.) 

Here reprinted, in translation by. John 
Coleman, are letters from Jean Cocteau, 
“the most charming young man in Paris,” 
to Jacques Maritain, convert to Catholi- 
cism and recognized leader of the Catholic 
intellectual revival. Mr. Maritain’s answer 
is included, together with a short preface 
written by him especially for the English 
translation. The time is 20-odd years ago, 
and the substance of the letters is the time- 
less stuff of art, religion, morality, philos- 
ophy—the region, generally, where “the 
good and bad angels fight each other, 
where poetic knowledge confronts meta- 
physics and theology.” In the 20s, a rem- 
nant of freedom was still left for poetry, 
and against a background of foreboding 
and woe, Mr. Maritain indicates, “poetry 
was entering deeper than ever into its own 
mystery.” 

His correspondent lessens that mystery 
only slightly. True to his name for stim- 
ulating by irritating, Cocteau writes in a 
way that keeps one guessing and grab- 

) bing. “If certain 
parts of this letter 
sound like a piano 
out of tune,” the 
translator notes at 
one point, “they do 
so as well in the 
original.” But despite 
the style, “full of 
electric allusions, po- 
etic puns, original 
and ingenious strain- 
ings of the French 
language,” Cocteau’s 
cnt Ce oe IN position comes fairly 

clear: he too was a 
convert, and is utter- 
ing something of the 
experience of discovering

transfiguring 
“art for God.” 


It will take a contemplative and patient 
reader, indeed, to make a pattern out of 
these paradoxes (“I shall teach that art 
is religious, and I shall reveal the danger 
of religious art”), memories of brjef opium 
addiction, esthetic rhapsodies and the like. 

Mr. Maritain’s reply notes that Cocteau's 
“tightrope esthetics” meets easily “the 
scholastic theory of art,” and fervently 
welcomes his junior into the fellowship of 
the “miracle of Faith.” 

No lover of Cocteau and Maritain will 
want to miss this book, but it is not ham-

The company, an affiliate of the 
Puget Sound Pulp & Timber Co. 
of Bellingham, Wash., submitted 
the only bid for the timber. 

Prices Agreed On. 

It agreed to pay 85 cents per 
hundred cubic feet for timber cut 
for pulp prior to July 1, 1962; $3 
per thousand board feet for spruce 
cut for other purposes in addition 
to pulp, $1.50 per thousand board 
feet for cedar and $2 per thousand 
board feet for saw logs of hem- 
lock and other species. 

The company’s contract runs 
until June 30, 2, and the agreed 
prices for the timber will be re- 
examined in 1962 and every five 
years thereafter to 
whether they shall be changed.

Togliatti, who left the hospital 
Saturday, announced in an article 
in the Communist newspaper 
L’Unita his retirement from poli- 
tics until he completely recovers 
from his wounds. 

Leadership of the party is in the 
hands of Senator Pietro Secchia 
and Deputy Luigi Longo, both 
known as firebrands and the men 
who called the 36-hour genera} 
strike July 15 and 16 that took 
more than 20 lives and injured 
several hundred.

Ending a Hand. 


VERY once in a while it hap- 
F pens that neither player is able 

to, or wants to, knock; in this 
case the hand eventually ends in 
a tie. There appears to be consid- 
erable difference of opinion as to 
exactly how the hand should ter- 
minate and numerous. readers 
have asked me to write an article 
on the subject. 

Law twelve of my book “Gin 
Rummy” reads: 

“The hand ends when a player 
knocks or avwhen the player who 
has drawn the fiftieth card (the 
last card but two in the _ stock) 
discards without knocking. In the 
latter ease, the hand is a draw: 
neither player scores.” 

If you don’t want to follow this 
procedure you don’t have to. There 
are no official rules for gin rum- 
my. More people follow the rule 
that I suggest than any other, but 
there are many popular variations. 

A lot of people like to play all 
the way through:the deck; others 
stop after drawing the forty-ninth 
card. Then, there is the matter of 
the last discard. In my rule the 
opponent is not allowed to take 
it; others give him the privilege 
of taking it and knocking; while 
a very small group allows him to 
take it if it gives him gin. 

An extremely interesting varia- 
tion, which I do not likt at all, 
is played fairly extensively in 
Southern California. The players 
go all through the pack and after 
the man who draws the last card 
makes his discard, each player 
Spreads his matched sets and the 
player with the lower unmatched 
total wins the difference, There 
are no lay-offs in this case, so if 
you happen to hold a lot of odd 
cards that will play on your op- 
ponent you are a dead duck. He 
simlpy goes through the deck 
without knocking and makes you 
pay for them.

MASONRY WATERPROOFINGS 


NE. of the chief drawbacks of 
() our racket is that we don’t 

get any happy letters. All our 
mail is sad mail‘ from sad people 
who have had sad home repair 
experiences, Some of these sad 
experiences have to do with coat- 
ing a basement wall with some 
sort of waterproofing material 
and then finding that the water 
still pours through. This would 
make us sad too. 


These masonry waterproofing 
materials are made primarily for 
use on porous masonry; in other 
words, masonry that for some rea- 
son or other is full of small chan- 
nels or pores which allow water 
to seep through. The idea behind 
these waterproofing materials is 
that they are formulated so that 
when applied to the surface they 
will get into these pores, expand 
and then harden. If all goes well 
they'll do the trick either ap- 
plied from the inside or the out- 
side of the wall. 

Now that you know as much 


about these waterproofing mate- 
rials as I do, you can see that 
their effectiveness depends on 
their getting into the masonry 
pores and so if there is any old 
whitewash, paint, dirt or anything 
else on the masonry surface, 
things aren’t going to pan out the 
way they should. You'll find in- 
structions for cleaning the ma- 
sonry surface on the container of 
most waterproofing materials and 
these instructions must be fol- 
lowed to the last period or you 
are just wasting your time—and 
your money.

That sounds tough on the people 
in need of care now, but we feel 
if a cure is found for cancer, 
there won't be a need for hospitals 
or beds for cancer patients.”

Note, however, that the word epi- 
thet does not necessarily mean 
what is popularly called a “dirty 
name.” An epithet may be and o“t- 
en is complimentary, as in the title 
Alexander the Great (“the Great” 
is an epithet). 
Overheard on a commentation: 
. . « the Republican can-uh-dit 
for president.” The word candi- 
date will come to us over the fa- 
dio thousands of times from now 
until the November election. The 
mispronunciation “can-uh-dit,” I 
fear, will be often heard. The first 
“d” should not be omitted. Best 
usage sounds a long “a” (ay) in 


the third syllable, thus: KAN-di- | 


dayt. 

Overheard on a commentation: 
“What's the matter, Senator, are 
You ascared?” “Ascared” is a chil- 
dren’s word formed by combining 
the “a” of afraid with scared. It 
should not be used in speech or 
writing. 

Overheard on a book review 
program: “She is a devotee of 
TERP-si-kawr.” The word used is 
the name Terpsichorg, in. Greek 
mythology the Muse’ of dancing 
and choral song. “Devotee of Terp- 
‘sichore” is a pretty sad cliche for 
designating one who is fond of 
dancing. But if it must be used, 
Terpsichore should be pronounced: 
terp-SICK-uh-ree. 

A good many people say “vee- 
HICK-ull” for the word vehicle. 
The first, not the second, syllable 
should be accented. And in best 
— the “h” is silent. Say: VEE- 
i-k’ ll. 

Watch the word liqueur. Not 
“LiCK-er” nor “li-KYOOR.” The 
latter is a Briticism, In best Amer- 
ican usage liqueur is somewhat 
like the French pronunciation. 
Pronounce it: li-KURR. . 

A well-known band leader and 
radio emcee has for years said 
“MAY-zhoor” for measure, and 
“PLAY-shoor” for pleasure. Veddy, 
veddy upstage; also veddy, veddy 
wrong. There is no sanction what- 


ever for such pronouncing fancy- ‘ 


work, Measure and pleasure of 
course, should rhyme with treas- 
ure. Say: -er; PLEZHer; 
TREZH-er.
